Those who rush into the traditional obscenities are easy victims, 
they clearly display their lack of experience and lack of ability to do 
any better. Remember that their general attitude makes them very 
susceptible to these sorts of insults. They probably are prone to high 
blood pressure and can easily be pushed into some dangerous medical 
condition !

I am afraid the correct way to pronounce Z in English is zed. In the USA, English 
is 

not the native language, although American-English is very close and could be 
called a dialect. 


The American Zee is local to the USA like the spelling of colour. 


So if you take an example the USA EZ-whatever, e.g. EZ-Match, EZ-Edit the name 
means nothing to the rest of world where English is spoken. I remember seeing an 
old kenwood EZ-Match and wondering why it was called that. Then an American 
pronounced it as ee-zee for easy. 


On a different point I notice that many products are now being sold in the UK 
with lables with incorrect spelling (for our language). Now USA imports I can 
understand, but when it is made in the UK! Even metre gets spelt wrongly! As in 
two 

metres, on 14 MHz CW one guy told me he had two meters, presumably one for 
forward power and one for SWR?

Having both a 'zed' and a 'vic' in my call, I'm rather sensitive 
to this problem.

I'm N3JGF/AA and I think a bunch of things: (0) WB3I's right about the 
silliness of this thread; (1) if it's really necessary this kind of a poll 
would better be taken via email and the results reported back to the net;
